Hazard is on the move. The Housing and Urban 
Development; department announced today the ap- 
proval ol a lederal grant for Hazard in the amount 
of $689, <07, for its 19 7 acre project, North Main 
Street, with transactions on the property to begin 
immediately. 

In a telegram to Hazard Mayor William C Dawa- 
hare, Congressman Carl I). Perkins told the Mayor 
thalt Hazard officials can now start such project activ- 
ities as land acquisition, relocation of site occupants, 
site clearance and preparation. 

The estimated net cost of the project is $849,589 
with the federal grant covering three fourths of the 
cost. The City of Hazard will finance the project 
with a temporary federal loan of $886,129 which is 
repayable at the project completion 

According to city officials the urban renewal 



board will begin buying property within two weeks 
alter the city commissioners accept the contract 
which will be received from the Al lanta office 
shortly. 

All buildings in the participating project with 
the exception of the Hoskins Service Station and the 
unemployment office will be demolished to be re- 
placed by a new modern shopping center and other 
businesses. 

Dawahare remarked that urban renewal officials 
will begin sending out options to landowners within 
a week. 

“We hope to acquire all the property within one 
year, commented Dawahare. 

All the present business owners will have the 
opportunity to buy back their own land and build 
a new business first according to Dawahare. If a 



owner does licit want to buy back the properly for a 
new business, then the real estate will be sold to 
someone else. 

“In nil the history of Hazard, this is the greatest 
thing that ever happened,” remarked Dawahare, a 
man who has been instrumental in obtaining the grant 
along with Congressman Perkins and Urban Renewal 
Director Paul Townes since the program was initiated 
in 1962. 

It will boost our economy greatly and increase 
the value of our town by around $6 to $7 million, 
therefore irTcreasing our income,” remarked the 
mayor. 

Hazard Police ( hief Bud Luttrcll who also re- 
ceived a telegram from Perkins about the federal 
grant stated. “I think this will be one of the finest 
things ever to happen to our town because we will 



be getting rid of the slum areas.” 

Following is the text cf Congressman Perkins’ 
telegram: 

Housing and urban development announces ap 
proval of federal grant for Hazard in amount of 
$689,707 for its 19.7 acres project called North Main 
Street. Will permit start of project activities such as 
land acquisition, relocation of site occupants, site 
clearance and preparation. 

Predominantly non residential area will be clear- 
ed and redeveloped for public, semi public and com 
mercial uses. Estimated net cost of project $849,589. 

Federal grant covers threefourths of cost. Haz- 
ard will finance project cost w?fh a temporary federal 
loan of $886,120 which is repayable at project com- 
pletion.
